It is 
not likely the World would give publicity 
to this despatch without soine considera- 
tion. It is of a kind bound to do the party 
damage in some parts of the country, and 
bound to get them into trouble in other 
parts if they should not be able to make 
good the financial standing it gives them.

THE PROP’. OTEST. 
The forcing of a premature verdict on 


reciprocity was done for a purpose. That 
purpose is stifficiently set forth in the edi- 


torial explanation of the Ottawa Journal; 
published on the day Parliament was dis- 
solved, and perhaps by pre-arrangement 
with Mr. Borden. From the tone of the 
article it seems to have been thought by the 
Opposition leader that there would be dis- 
satisfaction in some quarters of the camp 
hecause the fight had. been brought on at 
this time. To quiet such dissatisfaction and 
to stir up the hostile forces generally the 
Journal explained that for the Opposition 

“To force a general election now meant 
to force a fight upon chiefly the reci- 
procity issue, with the posrthility that 
the party may suffer in soe of the rural 
constituencies, where the farmers may 
think that reciprocity. whether it means 
much in itself or not, is an entering 
wedge for general tariff reduction. On 
the other hand, not to force a general 
election now—to allow adoption of reci- 
procity, another session of parliament, 
and a redistribution bili, meant that 
thirty new seats in parliament would be 
allotted to the West of Canada, where 
the government inflvence is oyerwhelm- 
ing and unscrupulous, and that a general 
election would take place with a tolerable 
certainty of a large majority of those 
new seats being captured by the govern- 
ment.” 

Of the two courses open to him, the 
Journal argued on behalf of Mr. Borden 
that the best had been done for the enemies 
of reciprocity that could be done. If they 
cannot win now they certainly could not 
win after redistribution; therefore they 
ought to be thankful to Mr. Borden for 


foreing the election before redistribution. | 


Redistribution would have given the West 
an increase of thirty seats, bringing the 
total western representation up to 64. And 
i this increase the large majority would 
have gone in favor of reciprocity ; hence the 
wisdom, from the Opposition standpoint, of 
forcing the verdict before the West was 
given the added representation.
